Two j ears ago congress provided foftbe 


appointment of a tariff commission to revise 
the tariff. Tbe repiu t of Jhis committee was 
tbe baMs for tbe tariff bill that p««sed con- 
gress in the winter ot 18SJS3. The bill on the 
recommendation of tbe tariff commission re- 
duced tha tariff from that of 1867. The. bill 
passed tho house witb the reduced ratio.
